its surroundings,  Heidlberg is one of the most . 


beautifully, but atthe same time unfavorably, 
Situated towns in Germany. The gracefully 


oping that rie like walls of defence on 


either,side, the castle,a noble ruin, overlooking 


thie town, the Neckar, a swift stream, giving life | 


to the scenery, constitute its chief attractions ; 
biit every west wind drives the clouds into this 
natrow valley, where a cloudless sky and clear 
weather are blessings rarcly enioyed. The castle 
is the first object of strangers’ admiration. Its 
walls display many different styles of architecture, 
combining the strength of a fortress with the fan- 
tastic decorations of a palace. At cvery angie is 
a strong tower, as firm as the rock itself, and the 
facade is covered with elaborate cornices, pilas- 
ters, small statues of knights and other super- 
flaous ornaments, so common during the Elizabe- 
-than age. It has been repeatedly bombarded, 
sacked and burnt, and as often repaired ; one of 
its towers has been blown ap, another destroyed 
by time and warfare, so that it now stands pre- 
cisely ina state most picturesque as a ruin, and 
interesting in an historical point of view. Its 
principal treasure is an enormous tun, centuries 
old, which, in the good times long agone, held 800 
hogsheads of wine, that gave strength and cour- 
age to all Heidelberg in time of need or war. 
This monster is now empty, and is daily visited by 
many an Englishman bunting for sights, ander 
the guidance of his “ Red Book.” From the 
towers a charming view may be enjoyed, including 
the Neckar Valley, and a broad plain as level as a 
floor, in which the Rhine may be seen, marching 
nobly along ts winding course, here and there 
sending back a ray of sunlight. Beyond are the 
Haardt Mountains limiting the view, and hundreds 
of thriving villages give variety to the interven- 
ing space. In the castle court, concerts are ooca- 
sionally given for charitable purposes. A few 
days ago I witnessed such an entertainment. Five 
thousand persons were present. There were about 
two hundred siffers from Heidieberg and the 
neighboring towns, persons of all classes, gentle- 
men, mechanics and students. They sang princi- 
pally national songs, with much feeling and more 
correctness than could be expected from two han- 
dred persons unaccustomed to singing in concert. 
These mectings occur frequently in Germany—in 
some places periodically. They help foreigners to 
appreciate the popular flow of feeling, the patriot- 
ism that exists among the Germans for a land 
which, though divided into petty kingdoms and 
dukedoms, is still united by a common spirit. The 
garden that surrounds the castle is the favorite 
promenade of the denizens of Heidelberg. Duriug 
the afternoon and evening a band of music {* 
stationed in the centre near a small public house, 
where group of ladies may be seen, knitting, em- 
broidering, and conversing in that comfortable 
way known only to German ladies; crowds of 
students drinking beer, smoking long pipes and 
talking loud, and here and there an inquisitive 
stranger with an eye for everything new or pic- 
turesque. The young ladies meanwhile (of whom 
there is by no means a scarcity) are walking in 
the shaded alleys or on the terraces, coquetiing 
with hot-headed students, as young damsels in 
University towns will, notwithstanding the wise 
parental instructions that they receive daily. The 


people of Heidelberg have many other places of 


resort which I will not describe, as they differ 
little from this: the M olkerkur , the Konigsstab! 
above the castle, the Philosophers’ Walk opposite, 
and the entire Valley of the Neckar, unfolding 
new and more charming scenes at every turn. 
There is nothing grand in the scenery, but it 
is in the highest degree pleasing. The hills are 
thickly covered with terraces of vines and for- 
ests, sacredly preserved from the destroyer’s axe. 

In whatever direction you go, you find some- 
thing to please the eye ; an extensive panoramic 
view, or a quiet rural scene. ; 

The Heidleberg University is one of the old- 
est in Germany, founded in 1286. The number of 
students is about seven hundred. For law and 
medical students it has not ite equal. Wild 
tales of student life have been circulated, which 
though mainly true, are somewhat exaggerated. 
It is not unnatural that seven hundred students, 
placed in daily intercourse with one another, for 
the first time in their lives free. should be guilty 
of some youthful follies. ‘They have, most of 
them, previously studied nine years ip prepara<- 
tory schools and gymnasia, so that when they 
enter thie University they are as far advanced 
ay American “tadents when they leave coliege. 
Here they are their own masters; they may 
fulfill their duties or not as they feel disposed ; 
all that is required of them is to pass an ¢x- 
amination at the end of their course. 

The instruction is given entirely by means of 
lectures. Each student hears from one to six 
daily, usually writes Gown the principal heads 
at the time, and afterwards expresses at length 
the ideas that he has obtained from each lecture.

_ pine in elementary schools, four in the Univer- 
sity; foreigners are at liberty to make their own 


choice of studies. The noisiest and wildest of 
the students are those that join the Corps and 
Verbindungen or Clubs, about two hundred in 
number. Each society has its colors, and coat 
of arms; the former are displayed in their caps, 
the latter on their porcelain pipes. Itis to a 
foreigner a strange sight to see groups of students 
with small caps, that are with difficulty kept in 
their places, and each different from the otber 
in color, red, white, green, blue, &c. The ob- 
ject of these societies is to kill time, to live in 
a3 jolly a way as possible, and to fight duele- 
They meet two or three times during the week, 
spend the evening in drinking beer, singing and 
joking. They seek inspiration in unnumbered 
quarts of beer, and clouds of tobacco smoke. 


The laws for drinking are strictly executed ; he | 


who disobeys them by refusing to drink when 
the chairman proposes, falls into disgrace. 
Freshmen are treated with the greatest severity. 
They require friends’ assistance more than once 
on their homeward way, before they become 
masters of the art. The initiated drink twenty 
glasses, holding nearly a quart each, during an 
evening, without losing their reason, but not 
without dulling it jor their lifetime. As a nat- 
ural conseqnence, the best drinkers are the larg- 
est corporeally, but the weakest mentally. The 
members meet also daily to practice in fencing. 
Whenever they have a disagreement with an- 
other society, a challenge is sent, and a day ap- 
pointed for a settlement of difficulties. Several 
men, usually five or six, are chosen from each 
of the two Corps or Verbindangen, to fight, 
without personal enmity, for the general cause. 
ing is forbidden by law in the town, there- 
fore the combatants with their friends leave at. 
an early hour for some neighboring village, 
where the necessary preparations have already 
been made, and first taking care to blind the 
eyes of the police, or send them on the wrong 
track. The weapon used is the rapier, so sharp 
that the slightest blow makes by no means an 
agreeable wound. Arms, neck and eyes are 
covered; the rest of the head is left exposed. 
They are obliged to fight fifteen minutes, rest- 
ing-time not included, unless one is disabled. 
it is indeed wonderful that the consequences are 
not more serious. The oldest men in Heidel- 
berg may count on their fingers the number ot 
deaths caused by duelling during their lives. 
Many receive deep wounds on the cheeks and 
on the head, but the greater part escape with 
but slight scatches, easily healed. Besides these, 
many private duels are fought, on account of 
international insults. In such cases the contest 
is mach more earnest, and certainly more justi- 
fiable.* Duelling is certainly carried too far, 
still itcannot be denied that it has some good 
results. 1t gives one more self-reliance, and 
makes one feel the responsibility of his actions. 
Society takes a higher tone, and there is an end 
of raillery and blackguardism, 80 common among 
students, when every man is obliged to answer 
for his conduct, : 
The anniversary of a Corps is an important 
day in Heidelberg. On such occasions all the 
livery-horses in town are collected together, four 
or six being attached to each carriage. The mem- 
bers have small flags attached to their caps, and 
display high-legged jockey boots with spurs. 
The procession marshalled by a half dozen chos- 
en men, dressed in bright colors, and armed 
‘with rapiers, moves up the village to a village 
six miles distant. There they remain until the 
next morning, drinking, carousing, in honor of 
the occasion, and perhaps obtaining a few hours’ 
sleep. The following day is spent in like man- 
ner, with only a change of place. They float 
down the Neckar in a flat boat, rousing the na_ 


tives by their noisy drinking songs, dine in a 


neghboring town, and terminate their long 
carousal by a torch-light procession. The crowd- 
ed streets are cleared by a phalanx of hard-fisted 
workmen, a body of armed stadents follows, 


‘then comes a band of music, then the students, 


two by two, with a row of torch-bearers on 


either side. Thus they march through the town, |

Highly Exciting Scenes on the St. Louis 
Fair Grounds. 


TEN THOUSAND WOMEN 
MED. 


The St. Louis Democrat gives the following 
graphic description of a tragio-comedy that 
was enacted on the Fair grounds in that city 
on Thursday afternoon, in which ‘ten thou- 
sand women” were the principle performers ; 


‘The afternoon exhibition was inaugurated 
with great spirit, the scenes of the ring be- 
ing witnessed by a densely crowded amphi- 
theater, a not less than from fifteen 
to twenty thousand persons. While the con- 
test between the roadsters was going on, an- 
other drizzle passed over, which was soon 
succeeded by a antbing thunder gust with a 
heavy pour of raiv. This drenched all out- 
siders, and flooded the and steps 
of the amphitheater with two or three inches 
of water. The clouds broke away again and 
the sun peered curiously out as if to note the 
effect of the ssower upon the scene. Evident- 
ly disappointed at the tailure of his thunder 
gust to scatter the crowds, he again with- 

wand called up out of the west a very 
sombre mass of vapors that stretched almest 
from south to north, and cume slowly on 
with wo.ul portent. It was evident that a 
long, steady rain, was about to set in. The 
crowd took alarm, aod at about 3 o’clock the 
rusia for omnivuses and other vebicles began. 
The mud was excessive. The water s in 
puddles and ponds all over the grcunds and 
along the pathwaye. The most decided 
movement was first noticed at the steps lead- 
ing trom the promenade of the amphitheater, 
which was all mud. The descent was made, 
and there was no other way for the ladies but 
to elevate such of their drapery as they de- 
sired to preserve from pollution, and make 
the rush. Down came, singly and in 
troops. Hundreds of men and shameless 
boys stationed themselves at the foot of 
the steps, to increase the  perplexities 
and mortitications of the ladies. The rain 
was coming. No time to be lost. Silk drese- 
es were precious and must be saved, so they 
were caught up and drawn around the waists. 
Handsome petticoats were preserved in like 
manner. Hoops and crinoline were very in- 
convenient, Skeleton skirts were totally un- 
manageable, and ir hundreds of cases were 
left to hang aud sway and grin around the 
forms of their possesgors, to the horror of 
modest men all over the ground. Slippers 
were entirely engulphed, as the wearers 
plunged from the steps and sought the dry 
land. Boots and gaiters were all splashed 
aod and hose, well, every- 
thing outside of the very cuticle itself of bi- 
furcated feminity, was all bedabbled and be- 
spattered with mud and slush. The 
came steadily on. The crowds in the amphi- 
theatre rapidly dispersing, rushed 
to the entrances of the grounds, and soon the 
omnibuses in waiting were besieged by thou- 
sands of men, women and children, who were 
frantic in their efforis to sests, Couples 
and squads ran through the mad up the road 
to anticipate seats in the returning vehicles. 
Confusion was at its hight when the rain came. 
Then ensued such a scene as we never hope to 
witness again. There were not omnibuses or 
wagons for half the people. The mud was 
ankle deep, and tee rain making it ‘deeper 
every minute.
